"the at least two simultaneous tributary synchronous optical network (SONET) data steams 
including: packet over synchronous optical network (POS) tributary data stream and an 
asynchronous transfer mode (ATM) tributary data stream " in combination with other claim 

limitations as specified in claim 59. 

"combining by the switch/router device, the POS data stream and the ATM data stream into a 
single channelized synchronous optical network (SONET) data stream" in combination with 
other claim limitations as specified in claim 65.
